In  the  months  of  May  and  October  the  first  and 
second  grades  were  given  the  opportunity  to  take  part 
in  the  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  Clinic  at  Plymouth,  spon- 
sored by  the  National  Foundation  and  conducted  by 
the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health. 

Thirty  children  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
and  were  transported  by  school  bus  to  the  clinic.  Many 
thanks  to  the  school  officials,  local  school  nurse  and 
any  others  who  made  this  trip  possible. 

Home  visits  have  also  been  made  in  the  town  on 
mothers,  babies  and  preschool  children.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  children  to  attend  other  clinics  as 
necessary  and  make  follow  up  visits.

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HE  A  GOOD  CITIZEN  —  COOPERATE 

Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50 
percent  of  the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  in  1955 — 235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463 
originated  from  these  two  sources.  Lighted  smoking 
material  and  matches  thrown  from  moving  vehicles 
along  the  highway  or  dropped  by  fishermen,  hunters, 
hikers,  berry  and  flower  pickers  accounted  for  26  per- 
cent; debris  burning  in  the  wrong  place  or  at  the  wrong 
time  by  those  who  failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or 
refused  to  recognize  the  logical,  sensible  rules  and  reg- 
ulations set  up  under  legislative  authority  governing 
the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  woodlands  accounted  for  more 
than  24  percent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to 
remedy  the  situation.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a 
statute  on  our  law  books  which  requires  everyone  to 
secure  written  permission  from  the  local  forest  fire 
warden  before  starting  a  fire  in  or  near  woodlands  or 
where  fire  can  be  communicated  to  woodlands,  unless 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  A  never  ending  pro- 
gram of  educational  work  is  being  carried  on  by  your 
local  warden  and  state  officials  to  inform  the  general 
public  both  of  the  value  and  necessity  of  securing  the 
required  permit  for  such  burning.  Much  progress  has 
been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who  fail  or  refuse 
to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit  system  was 
definitely  proven  in  this  district  during  the  1955  cal- 
endar year.  District  and  local  wardens  issued  959  per- 
mits for  debris  burning  fires.  That's  a  lot  of  permits. 
The  records  show  only  2  permit  fires  got  out  of  control. 
This  proves  several  things — while  wardens  were  liberal 
in  the  issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommodating  every 
applicant  so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cautious,  follow- 
ing closely  directives  outlining  overall  policy  governing 
the  issuance  of  burning  permits  and  thoroughly  in- 
structing permit  users.  The  latter,  too,  fully  appreciat- 
ing their  responsibility  in  using  their  permits,  gov- 
erned themselves  accordingly.  Result?  Much  burning 
done  legally  and  safe. 
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But  what  of  the  smokers?  Despite  all  the  efforts 
of  those  officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
preventing  fires,  'too  many  were  careless  or  thought- 
less in  disposing  of  smoking  material  and  matches. 
Why?  It  is  difficult  to  say.  Autos  are  now  equipped 
with  ash  trays.  Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing  out 
of  a  cigar,  cigarette  and  the  complete  extinguishment 
of  naatches  before  being  discarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent 
smoker  and  debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more 
than  half  of  our  annual  forest  fires  would  be  elimin- 
ated. Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to  bring  this  about? 


REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden 
before  starting  your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The 
law  requires  it. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving 
them. 

3.  Become  a  safe  smoker  by  extinguishing  smok- 
ing material  and  matches  before  discarding  them.

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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement 
of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books 
of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks. 

Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955, 
require  that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings 
and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  ANNUAL 

SCHOOL   DISTRICT   MEETING 

March  5, 1955 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  school  district  of 
Holderness  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator, 
Archibald  Stark  at  4:25  P.  M. 

The  Warrant  was  read  by  the  moderator. 

Articles  1,  2,  3,  4 

Upon  Mrs.  Nellie  Galley's  motion,  which  was  sec- 
onded, it  was  voted  that  Articles  1,  2,  3  and  4  be 
acted  upon  as  soon  as  the  polls  were  declared  open,  and 
the  other  articles  be  taken  up  at  8:00  P.  M. 

The  moderator  declared  the  polls  open. 

Voters  of  the  district  proceeded  to  cast  their  bal- 
lots for  moderator,  clerk,  treasurer  and  member  of  the 
school  board  for  the  ensuing  3  years. 

At  8:00  P.  M.  the  moderator  called  the  meeting 
to  order  for  discussion  of  and  action  upon  the  remain- 
ing articles. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  Arthur  Howe. 

The  moderator  proceeded  to  read  the  Warrant  a 
second  time. 

Upon  George  Plant's  motion,  which  was  seconded, 
it  was  voted  to  take  up  article  5. 

Art.  5 

Upon  a  motion  by  Mrs.  Nellie  Galley,  which  was 
seconded,  it  was  voted  to  accept  article  5. 

Art.  6 

A  motion  by  Dr.  Arthur  Howe  was  made  and  sup- 
ported that  the  district  approve  the  continuance  of  the 
Audit  System  now  in  effect.  So  voted. 


Art.  7 

Upon  George  Plant's  motion,  which  was  seconded, 
it  was  voted  to  lay  article  7  on  the  table  temporarily. 

Art.  8 

The  article  was  discussed  by  Mrs.  Galley,  Mrs. 
Stark  and  Dr.  Howe.  Unanimous  consent  was  given 
Mr.  Bushnell,  superintendent  of  schools,  to  speak.  He 
explained  the  article  further  and  said  that  Ashland 
and  Sandwich  had  already  approved  such  an  article 
at  their  school  district  meetings. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  declared  a  negative  vote. 

A  request  for  a  show  of  hands  on  the  question  was 
made.  The  request  was  granted  with  a  tie  showing  39 
yeas  and  39  nays.  This  showing  did  not  change  the 
negative  vote. 

Art.  9 

The  Budget  was  taken  up  at  this  time  under  this 
article.  The  moderator  asked  the  sense  of  the  meeting 
in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  budget  should  be 
acted  upon. 

Motion  was  made  by  H.  Thomas  Sommers  that  the 
budget  be  read  item  by  item,  slowly,  allowing  adequate 
time  for  discussion.  The  motion  was  made  and  sec- 
onded. So  voted. 

The  moderator  proceeded  to  read  the  budget  in 
this  manner. 

Mr.  Howe  made  a  motion  which  was  supported 
that  the  school  board  be  authorized  to  say  whether 
the  "movie  machine"  should  be  rented  or  not  for  a  fee. 
Voted  "Yes." 

Ernest  Ghamberlain  made  a  motion  which  was  sec- 
onded that  the  district  accept  the  last  3  items  as  they 
are.  So  voted. 

Upon  a  motion  by  Dr.  Arthur  Howe,  which  was 
seconded,  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $65,935.15  for  the  support  of  schools  as  stated 
in  the  article  in  the  warrant. 


Upon  George  Plant's  motion,  which  was  seconded, 
it  was  voted  to  keep  the  polls  open  15  minutes  after 
completion  of  discussion  and  action  upon  articles  10, 
11,  12  and  13. 

Art.  10 

Motion  made  and  supported  that  the  article  be 
postponed  until  a  future  date.  Mr.  Bushnell  commented 
on  the  article.  Voted  affirmatively. 

Art.  11 

Upon  George  Plant's  motion,  which  was  seconded, 
it  was  voted  to  dismiss  the  article. 

Art.  12 

Upon  a  motion  made  by  George  Plant,  which  was 
seconded,  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  be  formed 
consisting  of  two  members  chosen  by  the  school  board, 
two  members  chosen  by  the  selectmen,  two  members 
chosen  by  the  budget  committee  and  three  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator,  to  study  the  needs  of  our 
school  and  bring  in  at  the  next  regular  or  special  meet- 
ing of  the  district  a  report  and  recommendations  deal- 
ing with  the  following  topics.  (1)  Expected  enroll- 
ments for  the  next  five  years  or  more.  (2)  A  proposal 
for  additional  classrooms  if  needed,  to  be  added  to  our 
present  building,  with  cost  estimates.  (3)  An  alterna- 
tive proposal  of  a  cooperative  high  school  to  relieve 
our  crowded  situation,  including  Holderness'  share  of 
the  cost.  (4)  Such  other  matters  or  proposals  as  the 
committee  may  think  advisable  for  the  voters  to  con- 
sider. 

Art.  13 

Upon  a  motion  by  Ernest  Chamberlain,  which  was 
seconded,  it  was  voted  to  dismiss,  the  article. 

Voted  to  take  article  7  from  the  table.  Voted  to 
dismiss  it. 

The  moderator  declared  the  polls  closed  at  10:05 
P.M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and 
Citizens  of  Ilolderness: 

I  present  herein  my  first  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  Supervisory  Union  No.  2.  I  am  very  favor- 
ably impressed  with  the  program  that  is  being  offered 
to  the  boys  and  girls  of  Holderness.  There  is  a  strong, 
forward-looking  and  thoroughly  professional  corps  of 
teachers  and  principal  who  are  well  aware  of  the  indi- 
vidual needs  and  differences  of  the  pupils. 

The  attitude  and  spirit  of  the  pupils  reflect  the 
w^holesome  situation  that  exists  both  in  the  schools  and 
in  the  community. 

The  Holderness  P.-T.  A.  through  its  very  interest- 
ing program  is  doing  a  fine  piece  of  work  in  bringing 
the  school  and  community  closer  together. 


The  workshop  this  past  fall  was  in  the  field  of  Art. 
Sessions  were  held  after  school  hours  at  the  Holder- 
ness Central  School.  The  program  was  under  the  su- 
pervision of  Dr.  Alice  Baumgarner,  Director,  Arts  Ed- 
ucation, State  Department  of  Education,  and  was 
taught  by  Mrs.  Wilma  Bradbury,  Art  Consultant  for 
Binney  and  Smith  Company.  The  teachers  were  given 
instruction  in  many  of  the  media  used  in  the  field  of 
art,  and  as  I  have  visited  the  schools  I  have  seen  many 
of  the  ideas  obtained  reflected  in  the  classroom  dis- 
plays, especially  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  I 
would  like  to  suggest  at  this  time  that  we  give  some 
thought  to  the  idea  of  having  an  Art  Supervisor  on  a 
Union  basis  to  assist  the  teachers  in  their  daily  art 
work.  In  behalf  of  the  teachers  in  the  Union,  I  wish  to 
thank  the  Holderness  Board  for  making  facilities  avail- 
able for  this  project. 
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MUSIC 

Mr.  F.  Glenn  Cummings,  a  graduate  of  Illinois 
Teachers  College,  with  a  major  in  the  field  of  music 
education,  is  supervisor  of  the  music  program  in  the 
towns  of  Ashland,  Holderness  and  Sandwich.  Mr.  Cum- 
mings has  had  two  years  of  experience  playing  and 
composing  music  in  one  of  the  Army  bands. 

TRANSPORTATION 

In  October  a  school  bus  drivers'  school  was  held  at 
the  Meredith  Fire  Station.  Mr.  James  Brown,  safety 
director  for  the  state  department  of  motor  vehicles  in 
Concord,  outlined  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  the  operation  of  school  buses  and  the  vehicles  were 
checked  for  safety  features. 

HEALTH 

Miss  Annette  Eveleth,  R.N.,  of  the  State  Health 
Department,  met  with  all  of  the  teachers  in  the  Union 
at  the  Moultonboro  Central  School  and  discussed  the 
new  Health  Guide  for  teaching  and  administering  the 
health  program  in  the  schools. 

REPORTING  TO  PARENTS 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  princi- 
pals in  the  Union  this  year  in  developing  plans  for  a 
more  uniform  system  of  reporting  pupils'  progress  to 
parents.  It  is  gratifjang  to  see  how  well  the  teacher- 
parent  conference  part  is  working  out.

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The  Superintendent's  salary  this  year  is  $6,500, 
of  which  $4,000  is  collected  from  the  five  districts  and 
the  balance  of  $2,500  is  paid  by  the  State.  The  Guid- 
ance Director's  salary  this  year  is  $4,500,  of  which 
$2,000  is  paid  by  the  State  from  a  Federal  appropria- 
tion, $200  by  the  Quimby  School  Board  of  Trustees 
and  $2,300  is  collected  from  four  districts. 

CONCLUSION 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Almon  W.  Bushnell,  my  pre- 
decessor, for  the  hours  that  he  spent  in  helping  me 
to  become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Supervisory 
Union. 

The  members  of  the  staff  at  the  Central  School 
have  been  most  cordial,  cooperative  and  helpful.  It  has 
been  a  pleasure  being  one  of  their  co-workers. 

To  you,  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  I  am 
particularly  grateful  for  your  friendly  cooperation,  ad- 
vice and  support.  I  hope  that  I  may  fulfill  the  confi- 
dence implied  by  the  Supervisory  Union  Board  in  elect- 
ing me  as  its  executive  officer.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 


In  keeping  with  the  nation-wide  trend,  our  own 
enrollment  in  the  Holderness  central  school  has  increas- 
ed this  current  school  year.  But  although  within  its 
walls  the  school  is  crowded,  we  rejoice  that  our  children 
have  such  ample  playground  space  in  the  open  for  their 
recreational  environment  which  is  cer*tainly  conducive 
to  building  healthy  bodies.  The  playground  area  was 
plowed,  harrowed  and  rolled  again  this  past  spring. 
Both  equipment  and  labor  were  given  by  cooperative 
friends  of  the  school,  and  while  the  project  is  not  yet 
completed,  we  anticipate  further  work  on  the  grounds 
this  spring. 

Within  the  school  building,  our  audio-visual  pro- 
gram is  proving  very  worthwhile.  We  now  have  black- 
out curtains  for  the  windows  and  we  are  proud  of  our 
new  projector.  Right  now  nothing  is  being  done  with 
the  arts  and  crafts  program,  but  work  in  art  classes 
is  progressing  favorably  under  the  direction  of  the 
classroom  teachers.  Mr.  Cummings  is  doing  good  work 
in  the  music  department  and  we  anticipate  producing 
another  operetta  this  spring  sometime. 

Mrs.  Corbett  has  been  in  charge  of  the  remedial 
reading  program  this  year  and  through  the  use  of  high- 
interest  low-vocabulary  materials,  the  reading  level  of 
many  pupils  has  been  advanced.  Mrs.  Corbett  has  also 
had  time  for  assisting  the  principal  with  some  of  the 
administrative  work. 

The  school  lunch  program  has  served  well  the 
needs  of  the  children  by  providing  them  well-balanced 
meals.  We  hope  to  purchase  a  dishwasher  for  the  kit- 
chen this  year.  The  cooperation  of  the  P.-T.  A.  has  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

Lumber  and  labor  were  donated  by  interested  par- 
ents and  students  to  make  possible  the  fine  skating 
rink  which  has  been  very  popular  during  the  noon 
hour  and  recess  periods  this  past  season. 
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It  was  decided  to  abandon  any  trip  to  Sargent 
Camp  in  Peterborough,  N.  H.,  this  year.  Instead,  plans 
are  being  formulated  for  giving  our  children  experi- 
ence in  outdoor  camping  through  the  use  of  facilities 
in  our  own  immediate  area  of  the  state. 

After  the  Thanksgiving  recess,  the  fifth,  sixth, 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  were  organized  on  a  depart- 
mental basis  with  Mrs.  Corbett  teaching  English,  Mr. 
Hislop  having  classes  in  arithmetic  and  science,  andl 
Mr.  McGlone  doing  the  social  studies  work.  The  school 
has  been  fortunate  to  obtain  filing  cabinets  for  all  the 
classrooms  so  that  permanent  pupil  records  and  other 
personal  information  can  be  kept  right  at  hand.  We 
feel  this  has  been  a  very  successful  school  year  and  we 
see  a  very  promising  future  for  the  expansion  of  our 
school  program.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


During  1955  the  communicable  diseases  reported 
to  the  school  nurse  were  measles,  whooping  cough  and 
chicken  pox. 

In  May,  twenty-five  Holderness  children  received 
their  first  innoculations  of  Salk  vaccine  for  the  pre- 
vention of  poliomyelitis.  In  October  a  second  innocula- 
tion  was  given  these  children  for  further  prevention. 
Plans  are  now  underway  for  this  vaccine  program  to 
be  continued  for  all  children  ages  1  to  15. 

On  May  13th  a  pre-school  visiting  day  was  held 
with  ten  present.  This  day  is  to  acquaint  the  children 
and  parents  with  school  activities  and  for  the  nurse  to 
record  each  child's  height,  weight  and  past  health  his- 
tories. 

The  physical  examinations  were  completed  by  Dr. 
Harold  Conrad,  Jr.,  of  Center  Sandwich  who  com- 
mented on  the  good  condition  of  most  of  the  children's 
teeth.  This  proves  the  dental  clinic  sponsored  by  the 
P.-T.  A.  was  well  worth  the  effort  and  time.  Tests  were 
also  made  in  vision  and  hearing.  When  any  defect  is 
found,  the  nurse  reports  this  to  the  parents  so  the 
proper  treatment  may  be  followed  for  early  correc- 
tion. 

In  addition  to  these  special  health  programs,  your 
nurse  recorded  the  spring  and  fall  heights  and  weights 
of  the  children  to  show  normal  growth.
